IS AN ELONGATED COIN LEGAL ? 

I have often been asked if an elongated coin is illegal and I am sure most collec¬ 
tors of elongateds have been asked the sarne .question. In fact I've had several TEC 
members ask me this question. It has lcfng been public opinion that-it is illegal to 
mutilate or deface a coin : in any way, but" contrary to public opinion it is not illegal 
to elongate a coin, ; : * 

Section 331, TITLE 18, U.S. Code: Prohibits among other things the fraudulent 
alteration and mutilation of United States, and foreign coins. ■ This statute does not 
prohibit the mutilation of coins if done withdut fraudulent intent or if the mutilated 
coins are not used fraudulently. ' , ' . 

It is, however, illegal to stamp or print an advertisement on coin or currency and 
then attempt to pass such a piece in payment for goods purchased. This would not apply 
in the case of an elongated store card because once a coin has been elongated it could 
never be passed as a coin again nor could it even be considered for use in vending 
machines. 

Although I have never known of a case being tried in court, I am of the opinion 
that if a person should purchase a re-roll from an old die such as the SOCmo 3 of 
which many re-rolls exist and should be told at time of purchase that it is an original 
roll then someone has broken the law. Should It be purchased direct from the person 
re-rolling it I would say the roller could be held liable to court .action, because in 
this case the coin-would have been rolled or altered with fraudulent intent. If the 
roller should state at the time of purchase that it is a re-roll and not-an original 
then no law would have been broken. It would be my suggestion when an older elongated 
is purchased to ask the dealer if he will guarantee that the coin is an : original. This 
might help curb the threat of re-rolls which is a menace to our hobby. ; > 

No doubt you have all seen the beautiful cut-out coin jewelry which has been so 
popular in the past few years. Even this is perfectly legal as there is no fraudulent 
intent. However, the 1965 coinage act does prohibit th,o melting of silver coins but 
this is spelled out in words that can have no other interpretation and should not be 
confused with the statute mentioned above.

A DEVOTEE OF ELONGATED COINS

(Written by himself) 

I was born at a very tender age, back in 1911. I live in Cicero, but was born 
in Chicago, so that I could be close to my Mother, I thought she'd like it that way. 

After living in Chicago about six years of my life, my Dad figured that our 
family, which now was six in number, would be better off in a home of our own, so we 
moved to Cicero, Illinois, that is. 

My young life was the normal growing.up period of any normal child with disci¬ 
pline applied in the right spot at the right time. 

I wont through grammar school without too much incident, except for being buried 
alive one time and coming out with a swollen ankle. 

In High School I had three years of a trade course in printing and dropped out 
after the third year to go to the Chicago School of Printing which started me off in¬ 
to the printing trades. I followed the pressroom end of the trade and after working 
on the job presses fcr awhile I went into the larger cylinder presses as a pressman's 
essisstant. 

When World War II started I went over to enlist, but they rejected me. I tried 
to get into the Army Air Corps. The next month President Roosevelt sent me his greet¬ 
ings and asked me to go to war for him. Again I tried to get into the Air Corps 'and 
they said, "Yes, Indeed", and then promptly shipped me to the Field Artillery. After 
two weeks basic training, the outfit on the other side of the camp, the Field Artil¬ 
lery Observation group put in a bid for my services, and again I went through two more 
weeks of basic training. 

There was a notice on the bulletin board that there was a call out for glider 
pilot applicants. Anyone with 75 hours of flying time was eligible. As I had almost 
that amount of time as a Solo Pilot I signed up for a transfer to the Air Corps. 

They shipped me to an Air Corps Training Field and gave me a very thorough phy¬ 
sical examination and I wa3 going along very good until I came to th eye examination. 
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The fella in charge urark-ed with me for at least twenty minutes trying to get me thieugtv, 
hut I juat couldn't pass the col-or vision test. It seemed that I was color blind On 
the very fine hues. I could tell red, green, blue and any other major color, but the 
fine tints seamed to escape me. 

I sure was downhearted and the Lieutenant in Charge was all for shipping me back 
to the Artillery outfit I came from, but some little Corporal mentioned to him that it 
was not possible to do that. No one can transfer DOWN from the Air Corps. After tell¬ 
ing the Lieutenant off the Corporal instructed .me to change the braid on my cap from 
Artillery to Air Corps. .. 

As it turned out I could not fly a plane, but I could fly in one. They suggested 
the part of an Air Crew member. I agreed and they sent me to Panama City, Florida to 
go through the Aerial Gunner's School. In six weeks the course was over and I was now 
a Sergeant. 

Once more I ran into military procedure. They need men for instructors. They 
went down the line and asked each of us that they had picked out. I asked if I had a 
choice. The answer was NO. It was have a hot dog or a frankfurter. If I did not vo¬ 
lunteer I would be drafted. I was then assigned as an instructor in Aerial Gunnery. 

The operations Officer had a Combat List that I had signed several times without 
ever being called. I talked it over with my Commanding Officer and he laughed. It 
turned out that every, time I would sign it he would have them take my name off the list. 

Cama the time for him to advance in rank and be transferred out. I went to him 
and demanded that he not leave me with these new 90 day wonders coming in. He agreed 

and within two weeks I was shipped out for combat duty. 

I was shipped to Alamagordo, N.IT). where.they were training.crews to fly in B-24's. 

I was assigned the job of Tail-gunner as I was the shortest of the group. 

After training period we were assigned tc the 8th Air Force in England arid we had 
to fly our own plane there via Florida, Peurto Rica, Trinidad, South America, then over 
the ocean tq'Africa and then to England. 

On ope of our missions, the lead plane made a slight error in the turning' pijiht 

and it caused us to fly directly over the intensive ground fire and it tore up our 

.flight pretty,good. Our plane had two engines knocked out immediately and one badly 
damaged*- We : brokei formation and headed'for home in the shortest route possible. Fly¬ 
ing on ,l£ engines wasn't enough power for us to maintain any kind of altitude and we 
kept dropping although we threw out all non-essential material and then the machine 
guns and ammunition. Ule were ‘trying to cross the North Sea at the widest part between 
England and the Continent. As.we approached the coast of England, still quite a few 
miles away, we got orders to "Prepare to Ditch". About five miles from shore we did 
ditch the plane and in the operation lo3t one man through drowning and I had one finger 
practically torn off. 

Fortunately there were some fishing boats in the area and the fighter planes that 
was escorting us across the sea l£ad them to us and we were rescued in short time. 

I was hospitalized for awhile as they sewed my finger back on so I was in traction 
for several weeks. 

When I finally was returned to my Base the Flight Surgeon said I would never fly 
again. I was assigned to a desk job on the ground. 

Once again the military procedure caught up with me and I found out that Flight 
Surgeon's opinion aren't necessarily so. Several of,us that were considered medically 
Grounded were loaded into a truck and shipped across to the other side of the Island" 
where we were loaded aboard a ship. UJe were told we were going home, but ended up in 
Italy as replacements for the 15th Air Force. Here they had B-17's and I was assigned 
to a crew and I got the same job as Tail-gunner, I didn't care where we were going, I 
wanted to know where we had been. So it was up in the air again. Cont'd next page

After a couple missions, once again we were shot out of the sky, except this time 
I had to walk. It's a good thing I had a parachute with me. It was easier getting 
down to the ground. We were over the Alps in Northern Italy. After landing I made 

contact with the Navigator and we figured out what to do, but the Ski Patrol seemed to 

have other ideas and directed us down the mountains as Prisoners of War. 

They took us to an Interrogation Center and as I was now a Staff-Sergeant I was 
to go to a Non-Com Camp and as they were all filled up and a new one was being built 
they asked if I wanted to go with my officers to the Officers Camp. I agreed and did. 

This was in December of 1944 and I was behind the barbed wires until (flay of 1945. 

On mother's Day we were flown out after the Russians had liberated us the week before. 
They wanted to ship us out by way of Odessa, which would have been thousands of miles 
out of way, but our officers-in-charge said nothing doing and we contacted the Air 
Corps and they sent in planes and flew us out. 

Then after various military rigamarole we were finally put on a ship that was 
manned by the Coast Guard which had Victor mature in charge of the mess Hall, or Gal¬ 
ley as it is in Navy lingo. 

After a vacation in Ifliami Beach they flew us to Texas and discharged us. 

When.I got back home, after the more or less brainwashing of the military Service, 

I ignored the hobbies that I had previously had, like, for instance, coin collecting, 
stamps, postmarks, metered postmarks, model airplanes, model race cars, photography, 
autographs, books, and what have you, all except dust. 

, Then one-day I was asked about my coin collection and I dug it out and checked it 
over and found I had a fairly good collection going and decided to build it up into a 
retirement fund. ■> ... 

When the government decided to freeze the dates on our coins I figured that I had 
to collect something as the old instinct of collecting was revived in me. I looked a- 
round and decided on elongateds. This is now my main love and hobby although I did 
run into a couple offshoot hobbies, such as Love Tokens, Sculptured coins and such. 

If you don't collect something what is the purpose in life ? 

After I jgot out of the service, I did not return to the printing trades and .event¬ 
ually ended up in -the foundry trade. After a couple years I became Foundry Foreman 
and still am after about 20 years with the Iflelco Foundry & manufacturing Co. of Chicago. 

In 1965 I was at the organizational meeting that formulated the organization that 
is now known as "The Elongated Collectors" and it has become International. I will 
continue to be a member and try to help this organization get on the road to being re¬ 
cognized as a full grown organization in its own right, not just a small splinter 
group. 

I have already served on Committees such as the Restrike Committee and the Nomin¬ 
ating Committee of which I was Chairman of both, and am at present a member of the 
.Awards Committee. 

I have also written several articles for the TEC News and gave a lecture on the 
Elongateds at the Morton Grove Coin Club in Iflorton Grove, Illinois. 

I have had two elongated coins made by Lloyd E. Wagaman, one is my Store Card and 
the other is a pice strictly for the Hobby saying nothing more than "Ride a Hobby, Col 
lact Elongateds". ;r I pass out my hobby piece all around, to kids at bourses, in piggy 
banks in stores, and wherever I think it may do some good. 

my motto is:- "Ride a Hobby, Collect Elongateds."

RECOGNITION OF OUR HOBBY IS GROWING ! 



EDITOR'S NOTE: The following article written by DOTTIE DOW first appeared in COIN ,• 
WORLD on October 21,. 1964. The entira article is being reprinted for the members. 

: ELONGATED COINAGE FIELD HIT BY FLOOD OF 'MODERN' PIECES 


Apparently no segment of numismatics is safe from the "fastbuck faker" any longer. 
The latest' area to bo invaded is my specialty, elongatod coins, as "modern" reproduc¬ 
tions of the 1893 World Columbian Exposition coins begin to flood the market. 

At least three new varities have suddenly "appeared." It is impossible to say if 
the dies are of recent manufacture, or if they were made (but never used!) in 1893. One 
thing is certain: None of the three were’ever seen by collectors prior to 1964. 

Those new dios are buing usod on Groat Britain halfponnius, Mexican largo centavos, 
Canadian large cents and five cents silver, and U.S. Indian Head cents, two cent pieces, 
Shield and Liberty nickels; Bust, Seated and Morgan dimes, and many others. 

While it is true that practically every coin imaginable was rolled at the Colum¬ 
bian Exposition, this rash of fakes makes it necessary to inspect every Columbian Ex¬ 
position Elongatod piece purchased. 

The authenic pieces can be told from the 1964 renditions in the following manner: 

On the "CE" Monagram 1893 (with the "C" superimposed over the "E") tho number "9" in 
the date is five millimeters high on authenic pieces. On the recent fakes it is only 
three mm. high. 

On the Columbian Exposition 1893 with four stars: the authentic version has a 
hanging "S". The numeral "1" in the date is between the "S: and "I" in "EXPOSITION". 
There is a long tail on the "("-and the star after the date is to the right of the "N" 
in "EXPOSITION.". 

The recently-produced version has a long "S" with tho tail pointing back instead 
of down. Tho "1" in the date is under the "S" in "EXPOSITION" and tho "9" has a short 
tail. The star after tho date is partly under the "N" of "EXPOSITION." 

Tho authentic two-star Columbian Exposition elongated coins include four varities, 
with the hoight of the dates varying from 3.5 mm. to 4.5 mm.. If the outline of the 
figure "9" in the date were continued around, it would form an oval. 

~ The height of the "8" in the date of the recently-introduced pieces is 5 mm. high¬ 
er than any of the authentic varities. However, the outstanding difference is in the 
"9". Its top is almost round, while the tail has a more inward curve, presenting a 
true "egg" shape. 

I -do not have any of the above items for salo and I do not know who haa. If any¬ 
one else knows of other "recent" Columbian issuos, I would welcome tho information re¬ 
garding them. .
